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LET BAD ENOUGH ALONE. 

“Let well enough alone” is the threadbare 
stand pat plea which the politicians in Mr. Taft's 
retinue are making on behalf of what they de- 
scribe as “the business of the country.” 

“Let well enough alone” runs the familiar ar- 
gument. “We are just on the eve of a great era 
0’ prosperity. The crops are bountiful and all 
that business needs is a chance.” 

What chance, we ask, has business ever had 
with Mr. Taft? That is to say, the great, general, 
legitimate business of the country, and not the 
plethoric parasites of tariff privilege. 

Business has had ample experience with Mr. 
Taft and it has done nothing but complain. Busi- 
ness is still wrestling with the consequences of 
“My Policies’ —the policies to which Mr. Taft fell 
heir from his panic-making predecessor who in 
1907 cried, “If business cannot stand my policies, 
then let business go to the wall!” Promptly after 
Col. Roosevelt uttered this epoch-making senti- 
ment at Keokuk five years ago a good dea) of 
business did go to the wall. A good deal of other 
business which barely survived has had its back 
to the wall fighting for sheer life. 

Business has not fully recovered because Mr. 
Taft has not allowed it to recover. He dared 
neither to give it a dose of medicine nor to let it 
alone. On the one hand his apparent uncertainty 
with respect to the tariff created conditions of 
fear; when he wavered business faltered, On the 
other hand, while he essentially stood pat on be- 
half of the system of tariff privilege and plunder, 
he has seemed always to be tottering. His tim- 
orous manner of defending the system only chal- 
lenged attention to its viciousness and vulnerabil- 
ity. Ceaseless agitation has been the result—a 
public clamor that would not and will not down. 

Mr. Taft tried to befriend the trusts, but while 
he stood pat for them he apologized for them. A 
shrewder friend of the trusts would hav2 con- 
ceded something to the people’s cry for revision. 
There would have been a show at least of revision 
downward instead of an actual revision upward in 
some respects. Mr. Taft’s pottering nag only ex- 
posed the whole system to attack. When he has 
shifted from stupid apology to the other extreme 
of defiance he has fairly flaunted the system’s in- 
famous menace in the public’s face. His Winona 
speech was the greatest challenge to tariff re- 
formers delivered within a gencration, in which 
he declared the recent upward revision by Payne 
and Aldrich “the best tariff ever enacted.” 

4ll of the malaria is by no means out of the 
svstem of business—though it is assured that it 
ix “on the eve” of great prosperity. Why should it 
be still “on the eve,”’ always ‘‘on the eve,” under 
Mr. Taft? The patient has had ample time to re- 
cover fully and robustly, if the doctor had only 
dared to do his duty. Business has merely con- 
valesced under Dr. Taft and it has convalesced in 
spite of him instead of by his aid. 

Bumper crops can no more cure the fundamental 
ills of business than an extra feed of oats can 
cure a colicky mule. The real business, the great 
legitimate business of this country cemands a 
square deal and a fair chance. The substantial in- 
terests of the country ask to be defended against 
Privilege and Plunder. 

The prosperity of the people themselves is the 
only wholesome basis upon which the welfare of 
business may rest, and the people recognize a 
monopoly-breecding tariff as the greatest menace 
to real prosperity. The true business interests 
of the country welcome measures necessary to 
sunder the partnership of Government and Privy- 
ilege. 

The honest business interests of the country 
interpret the Taft party’s plea of “‘let well enough 
alone” to mean “Let bad enough alone.”

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THE AMERICAN MOTOR CAR ‘‘PERII. ’’ 
The “reverse English’ was put on the Ameri- 
can protection argument at a luncheon tendered 
by Editor R. D. Blumenfeld of the London Ex- 
press to 20 British motor car manufacturers to 
talk over the disastrous effects of American com- 
petition. .

What- 
ever aggistance the tariff may have been to it in 
its early days, it has been placed by American 
invention and energy in a position wheré it can 
compete with all the world. 

Why should protection to the extent of $450 be 
afforded a $1000 American car, when it can be 
shipped to England and sold cheaper than English 
manufacturers can produce it? 
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Maybe Mr. Morgan's hope in excavating Hercu- 
laneum is to see if he can find any light on how 
the ancients unserembled eggs. 
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A SCIENTIFIC SENSATION. 
Newspaper readers are about to make the ac- 
quaintance of the hormones, more or less 
learned articles will describe them, and the para- 
graphers will play with them. Prof. Edward Al- 
bert Schaefer of Edinburg University, president 
of the British Association for the Advancement 
of Science, has introduced them to the notice 
of ordinary men. The scientists have been as- 
serting for a number of years that life can be pro- 
duced artificially 
Prof. Schaefer declares that by suitable proo- 
esses living substances can be produced from in- 
animate chemical mavter. To turn the trick, the 
presence of the substance called hormones is the 
essential requisite. They are largely found in 
the glands, and excite the cells to activity. Now, 
it is claimed, one of these hormones has béen

His Eminence does not say why it would make 
them more solicitious about obtaining divorces, 
and we are left in the dark on that point. 

Does the privilege of voting make men more 
eager to seek divorce from their wives than if 
they could not vote? I cannot see why voting 
should promote an increased desire for legal 
separation, The Cardinal, continuing, speaks 
strongly against divorce in general fn this coun- 
try and says it is a blot and one of the greatest 
evils of the day. No one denies that an abuse 
of the divorce court is an evil, but I would sub- 
mit that the per capita morals in the United 
States, despite its divorce laws, are considerably 
higher than in countries of Europe, particularly 
Southern Europe where divorced persons are 
practically ostracized, 

Further, is a Cardinal or any member of an 
order apart from and outside of marriage, a 
thoroughly competent judge of what is most 
needed in the marriage state? Is not experience, 
the actual daily travail and cares, of any state 
necessary to the framing of rules to govern that 
state? We women of the twentieth century have 
taken to thinking and trying to work out what 
is better for our condition. Equal suffrage will 
not head us pell-mell to the divorce courts, but 
may enable us to correct many factors in daily 
life which will vastly reduce the necessity of 
recourse to divorce. If the marriage and divorce 
laws are to be made more strict or lenient, please 
let those who are married frame those laws and 
their modifications.

day of Abraham Lincoln, we should have had an 
incident only partially paralleling the act of 
Gen, Nogi, hero of Port Arthur, in committing 
suicide to honor his dead Kmperor. Had either 
of these three great war heroes done such a 
deed his nation would have assumed at once that 
he was deranged. In Japan all will know that 
Nogi did not act hastily or upon sudden impulse. 
The people will credit him with the fullest pos- 
session of all his faculties. They will find in 
Ceuntess Nogi, who willingly shared her lord’s 
Supreme act of sorrow and reverence, an ad- 
mirable pattern of the old-fashioned virtues for 
the wives of the land. 


Thin Veneer of Civilization. 


Philadeiphia Ledger: In the sharply contrast- 
ing attitudes of Japan and the Western Powers 
toward the mode of Nozgi's death it is seen how 
thin is the veneer of civilization upon the essen- 
tial paganism. It is the difference between the 
20th century and medieval feudalism. In India 
the faithful wideéw still eludes the vigilance of 
the English ruler, if she can, and commits suttee— 
immolation on the funeral pyre—to prove the in- 
tensity of her devotion to her lord. Japanese 
hara-kiri and India suttee alike are relics of an 
elder day, whose crude and sometimes even brutal 
Siilpérstition ig dignified by a spirit of renuncia- 
tion that—even though misguided and misspent— 
is sometimes as austerely beautiful in its mani- 
festation as it is fanatical and futile.

His grati- 
tude to his wife has been shown in a rare devo- 
tion, and the only thing he has denied her in his 
career is the refusing to maneuver for a seat in 
the House of Lords, which would of course place 
Mrs. Bryce above the necessities of diplomatic 
prestige.
